‘That the South Aftican emigration au- 
thorities in Hongkong are meeting with 
bitter opposition in carrying out the terms 
ol the Convention respecting the “employ- 
ment of Chinese labour in British Colonies 
and Protuctorates, is established beyond dis- 
pute in the fact that, since the departure of 
the Lo/hian, nearly two months ago, not a 
single coolic has been shipped from these 
shoresfor South Africa, Indeed, fromthe time 
the scheme was first put into operation they 
have had no material assistance from Canton. 
use officials, who appear to have opposed the 
iuvernent toath and nail, Asa result, but 
fifteen hundred coolies have been sent from 
Hongkong since May, a first batch of 1,054 
going by the Zveeddude on the 25th of that 
month, followed, three months later, by 453 
aboard of the Lotdian. In che first instance 
Viceroy Tsen Chun-hsuen ‘did not give 
publicity to the fact that the emigration to 
South Africa, of native labourers, had all the 
guarantee and advantages secured to the 
coolies embarking for their “land of un- 
bounded wealth," and it was not until Peking 
was communicated with that he issued the ne- 
cessary proclamation respecting the terms and 
condions of labour. We have already alluded 
to the fact thal, at the date of the departure 
of the first ship, the camp at Laichikok was 
literally besieged by recruits, and at least 
forty per cent, of the applicants, being re- 
jected by the surgeon, were sent back to 
their homes. Since then they have arrived at 
the compound in small numbers, and the 
population has gradually dwindled to a 
very low figure, We have urged that 
our own officials should give some at- 
tention to those’ passive resisters, in high 
quarters, in the neighbouring province, and 
as the result of subsequent representations 
the Viceroy gave his assurances that all 
obstruction to recruiling had been removed.

| we imagined there would be a revival in the 


despatch of coolies, but from what has since 
transpired such by no means appears to be 
the case. We now learn from our corres- 
pondent at Canton ‘that affairs are as bad 
as ever and opposition to coolies embarking 
at Hongkong or even proceeding to this 
port is even stronger than formerly.
